longitudinally to the bottom of the 
float. The hook is again bent back 
upon itself go that it terminates in 
a downwardly projecting engaging- 
point; and, to complete the assem- 
bly, a line or cord is attached to 
the loop formed by the hook just 
below the spot where it enters the 
aforementioned hole. 

In the use of Mr. Miller’s appli- 
anceg the line, which is coiled loose- 


ly on the ground, is held in one 
hand while the retriever is thrown 
with the other hand to a point 
slightly beyond the bird. Thereupon, 
by a slow pulling action, the device 
will be caused to slide upon the 
bird so that its neck or wings will 
be gripped ‘by the point of the hook. 
Obviously, the bird may then be 
pulled through weeds, bushes or 
ice without readily being severed 
from the hook, for the harder the 
latter is pulled, the firmer the hold 
on the bird. 

According to Mr. Miller, his con- 
trivance is maintained in its most 
effective position in the water be- 
cause the insertion of the hook into 
the float prevents any relative 
twisting between these two ele- 
ments.

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A board which is currently the 
subject ‘of some controversy is the 
milk control board. Established 
by the Acts of 1934, it is made up 
of three persons appointed by the 
government and approved by the 
council and serving for three 
years. Administratively the board 
is in the department of agricul- 
ture but not subject to its juris- 
triction. 

The members are former Repre- 
sentative George Barrus, of 
Goshen, Mrs. Mary J. Schindler, of 
Monponsett, and Edward M. 
Dwyer, of Weymouth. Under this 
board is a director of milk control, 
appointed by the board with the 
approval of the governor and 
council, an assistant director, and 
a secretary. The division is sub- 
divided into the following sec- 
tions: Inspection of records, inves- 
tigation, enforcement, butterfat, 
research, hearings and office, a 
total of 75 positions. This division 
is financed not by legislative ap- 
propriation, but by license fees 
charged producers and dealers, al- 
though the salaries and expenses 
of the board itself are subject to 
appropriation. 

In very general terms, the du- 
ties of the board are as follows: 
To establish milk markening areas 
within the Commonwealth; to 
supervise and regulate the milk 
industry of the Commonwealth; 
to prescribe regulations which 
will tend to apportion in an equit- 
able manner the total value of 
milk purchased’ by any dealer 
among the producers and to en- 
courage the production of a regu- 
lar supply of fresh milk and, fi- 
nally, to promote programs de- 
signed to increase the consump- 
tion of milk. More particularly, 
they are charged with the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of rea- 
sonable trade practices in the milk 
industry, with acting as mediators 
in any controversy between pro- 
ducers and milk dealers, and with 
the issuance of licenses to pro- 
ducers and dealers and the revoca- 
tion of the same after public hear- 
ing of violation of law. 

It is to be noted that the setting 
of minimum prices on the part of 
the milk control board applies 
solely to the producer, with the 
obvious aim of protecting the 
milk industry at its source. Under 
an emergency provision, however, 
upon the petition of 51% of Mas- 
sachusetts producers in a given 
market area requesting the board 
to establish minimum prices — 
wholesale or retail — or both — 
and after public hearing, the 
board finds that the price to the 
producer connot be maintained 
and that the maintenance of that 
price is necessary in order to in- 
sure a regular continuous and 
adequate supply of milk and to 
protect the public health, the 
board may declare that a state of 
emergency exists. At that point, 
it may issue orders fixing officially 
the minimum wholesale or retail 
prices, or both, for milk sold with- 
in the market affected irrespective 
of where such milk is produced. 
Of course, any price fixed shall be 
fair, just, and reasonable. 

At the present moment, the 
milk control board has been sub- 
ject to two injunetions brought 
by the Hotel and Restaurant 
owners association and have been 
prevented from enforcing orders 
declaring an emergency in the 
North Adams area, and from is- 
suing a list of suggested retail 
prices throughout the Common- 
wealth. 

Currently before the Legisla- 
ture is a bill which would permit 
the milk control board to fix mini- 
mum or maximum or retail or 
both for milk sold by milk dealers 
in any market irrespective of 
where such milk is produced.

Andover Schools 
Thirty Years Ago 


Thirty years ago Andover had 
1167 pupils in the public schools 
and 53 teachers. This was a ratio of 
22 pupils to a teacher, while today 
the public schools have a ratio of 
25 pupils to a teacher. In neither 
case does {t mean that any teacher 
necessarily had 25 pupils. 

Nathan ‘©. Hamblin had been prin- 
cipal of Punchard High school for 
nine years. Young Mr. Lovely was 
teaching science and coaching foot- 
ball. Henry C. Sanborn had been 
elected superintendent of schools 
in 1916, and the schools already 
were beginning to feel the effect of 
his wise and just administration. In 
his annual report he had recom- 
mended the wide use of standard 
tests. His annual report also intro- 
duced the move toward aqgJunior 
‘High school program. Henry C. San- 
born had come to Andover from 
Danvers. A graduate of Dartmouth 
in the class of 1895( he had spent 
some time travelling in Europe and 
previous to his superintendency. in 
Danvers had been superintendent 
of schools in Franklin, N. H. 

The following February the 
school committee sent Mr. Sanborn 
to the national meeting of superin- 
tendents held in Cleveland, Ohio. 
Mr. Sanborn reported that the great 
subject for discussion was that of 
health and hygiene. He recom- 
mended the extension of the physi- 
cal education program and advised 
the employment of a “competent 
physical education teacher who 
should have supervision over the 
physical development of the chil- 
dred.” He also recommended at this 
time a gymnasium. 

In 1919 Dr. E. C. Conroy was 
chairman of the committee, and 
George A. Christie was secretary. 
The members were as follows: Al- 
fred BE. Stearns, Everett C. Hilton, 
David R. Lawson, Mrs. Edward V. 
French, Miss Mary B. Smith, Roy 
H. Bradford, and Ralph W. Cole- 
man. 

Of the teachers teaching 30 years 
ago, the following are still in the 
school system: Miss Nancy Hird, 
Miss Jessie P. Brown, Eugene V. 
Lovely and Carl M. Gahan who 
came to Andover from service in 
the army during World War I.
